■ A captain  when  the  Philippine 
forces  were  inducted  into  the 
United  States  Army  at  the  outset 
of  the  war.  Col.  Villa-Real  was 
executive  officer  of  the  21st  Field 
Artillery,  21st  P.  A.  Division.  In 
the  heroic  stand  against  the  Japs 
. at  Lingayen  Gulf,  Col.  Villa-Real 
coordinated  the  light  artillery  of 
the  2nd  Philippine  Corps  with  the 
Infantry  forces  and  staved  off  re- 
peated counter  attacks.  For  this  • 
action  he  was  awarded  the  Silver 
Star.  Such  heavy  casualties  were 
inflicted  'on  the  Japs  that  the  in- 
vaders withdrew. 

Operating  short-wave  stations 
broadcasting  to  the  United  States, 
Col.  Villa-Real  set  up  secret  news 
bureaus  and  was  able  to  present 
a true  picture  of  the  progress  of 
the  war.  He  did  such  a thorough 
job  that  the  Japs  put  caprice  on 
his  head  and  he  was  forced  to  flee 
to  a mountain  headquarters,  20 
miles  northeast  of  Manila.  There 
he  organized  raiding  parties  which 
stole  arms  and  ammunition  from 
the  Nips  and  captured  documents 
■which  eventually  were  slipped 
through  to  General  MacArthur’s 
headquarters. 

CoL  Villa-Real,  who  wears  five 
battle  stars,  graduated  from  the 
Field  Artillery  School  at  Fort  Sill, 
Oklahoma,  in  1940.
